Not having seen the transcript of ti.e Warren Gotnrdsf'ion executive session of 
Nay 19,1564 1 cannot 'be certain but from what is known of it I am led to believe 
that its content also was discussed in public before the House assassins committee.

It is my recollection that the letter agreement covering the Ji’E materials in 
question precludes any public showing under any cxrcaastanoe© ox any q>- r-.& autopsy 
materials* and of the clothing. If this contract was amended you have not provided me 
with any copy of the amended contract. If there is an amended contract 1 asK for a 
cony of it* If it was not anendea I -sk by whit authority you violate - -’, ix «cu by 
what authority you can do this selectively, Tou denied permission for copies of 
photographs of the clothing to be included in a court record in my C. A. 7 5-226 
when I was taking depositions by order of tiat court. {Tnls ronowsd request in- 
cludes prints of those photographs you mad© for me and denied me copies of in ay 
C.A. 2569-70. I also desire a negative of each.) 

Under the new executive order I believe review of classified material is required 
to determine whether basis for classification exists, isfniio res ns not required prior 
to December it is permitted under special circumstances. Became of ay age, health ana 
unique positoon now recognised by the courts and the Department oi ouatice and because 
this is a matter than in part is presently before the courts I believe I asset the 
requirements for the earlier classification review and I ask it. 

Xosi withheld executive session transcripts from me because the GaA so directed. 

One of those responsible for this has since retired. he also has spoken with a reporter. 
He was explicit in telling this reporter that while the transcripts could not properly 
be withheld as classified tMs claim was heked up so that there could be withholding 
the CIA desired for entirely different purposes. Xcu personally are a classification 
authority. I therefore now ask that you personally review these transcripts that arc 
withheld on claim to classification to determine if that c l a i . mnia warranted. In this 
regard I remind you that there soon will be oral argument on this matter before the 
court of t-pgca is.
